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Reaſons bumbly offered to this Honourable Houſe why a Bill 
pretended to give further Powers to the Corporation for 
ſetting the Poor of the City of London and Liberties 
thereof to work, ſhould not paſs into a Law. 


O the firft Paragraph, Tis preſomed no further Powers are deſired by the Preſident 
Governours and Alliftants of the City of London, than what. are granted in ſeveral late 
Acts to other Corporations, mm order to the clearing of the Streets from Beggars. 


To the2d. By the Bill no fingle perſon of the Corporation hath power to determine 
any Allowance between any Complainant and the Churchwardens and Overſeers of the Poor, but 
ſach only as live within the reſpective Ward where ſach poor perſon is legally ſettled ; which G&- 
vernour may reaſonably be ſuppoſed as well to underſtand the condition of the Complainant 
as of = the aid Churchwardens or Overſcers of the Poor, and more likely to do Juſtice be- 
tween them. 


To the 3d. There are few or no Churchwardens either in City or Country, are deſirous to 
have their Accounts publickly examin'd, while their own Veſtrys chuſe the Auditors of the ſaid 
Accounts, withont ever conſulting the Juſtices therein, But the Bill propoſes no leſs than 7 of the 
Corporation to examin their Accounts : And if the faid Accounts are juſt, they need not fear who 
inſpe&ts them z nor will any honeſt man be diſcourag'd thereby from being Churchwarden, and 
others are not fit tobe intruſted. Beſices all which, any Determinations of the faid Corporation 
are ſubjc& to an Appeal to the Juſtices at the next open Sellions, 


To the 4th. The Collections defir'd were propos'd to be made as well at all other places ap- 
pointed for Religions Worſhip as at Church-doors, and only intended to caſe the ſeveral Parithes 
11 raiſing Mony to the Curpurativu by eppvintiuent of the Common Council, purſtunt to 13 
and 14 Car. 2, 


To the 5th. That tho the Corporation have power, according to the foreſaid AR of Parliament,to 
apply to the Common Council to raiſe a Year's Tax 'as often as they have occaſion,yet have they en- 
deavour'd to raiſe only one half Year's Tax in two years laſt pait ; and hope they may not have 
any further occaſion in ſome conſiderable time. And the ſaid Corporation have not power to 
maintain the Impotent, but only io fet thoſe to work that are able; And what Mony the Cor- 
poration: have rais'd and disburs'd, they bave given an account of to the Juſtices of the Peace at the 
open Seflions, and are obliged yearly ſo to do by the foreſaid AR. And one 34 part of thoſe 
Perſons the faid Paper ſtiles [ theſe men ] are the Lord Mayor and Aldermen ; aud beſides, di- 
vers-others of the Gentlemen of the Corporation have ſerved or fined for the Office of Sheriffs 
of the ſaid City, and none are chole but by the Common Council. And whereas the Corporation 
are charg'd with requiring twelve pence per week, they propos'd it only for Children, and not for 
other. perſons ; which Children are fed, clothed, lodged, and taught to get their own livings 3 
andiwhen able to maintain themſelves, the Churchwardens are at liberty to take them away , 
and the Corporation will be wngoo take more, and teach them in like manner. And the Cor- 
poration having now about 200 Children in ther Workhouſe, fo maintain'd as aforeſaid, the ſc- 
veral- Pariſhes of the City of London which lend them, do by that particular only ſave $00 /. 
' Per. am. And the ſaid Children are taught to read, and do go to Great St. Helens Church twice 
every Sunday, and are there catechiſed, And the Corporation do imploy a great part of the: 
time in ſerving the Publick, without one penny benefit to themſelves z but on the contrary, 
they ſpend their own Mony, and did advance a conſiderable Sum for carrying on that Work be- 
fore any Mony could be rais'd by the Common Council for that end. Whereas in one or twq 
of the Pariſhes in Farringdon without, it has been cuſtomary to ſpend twenty pounds at a Sca- 
venger's, and three or four and twenty pounds at a Perambulation dimer z; which Mony is 
gencrally rais'd by overrating the Inhabitants, 


As to the Honorary Governors, the Writer of the ſaid Paper arraigns the Wiſdom of the Parlia- 
ment, who have given thelike Powers to other Corporations for the encouraging their Charity, 
without having any reſ{pe& to their Perſuaſions. 


To the Concluſion. Tho the faid Writer will not allow the Reaſonableneſs of the Bill now 
deſired by the Corporation, yet he delires to have a like Bill for Farringdon without, who yer have 
an equal number of thei Ward thay arg of the ſaid Corporation already. 
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
